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GENERAL INFORMATION. 
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LOCATION. 


The school buildings, which are large and airy, stand an.on emi- | 
nence, commanding a delightful prospect, near the Missouri river, 
on the line of the Nebraska railroad, in a thickly settled and health- 
ful district, near the village of Peru, in Nemaha county. There are 
no drinking saloons or other haunts of vice in th: neighhornood. 
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There have been 339 students in attendance during the year 1884. 
Of these 8 graduated from the Higher and 37 from the Elemen- 
tary Course. A large proportion of these graduates are now en- 
gaged in teaching. Of the whole number in attendance during the 
! year, 205 are ladies, and 134 gentlemen. Their average age is nine- 
teen years. These statistics indicate a healthful and prosperous 
growth for the school; and with its corps of teachers, selected for 
their professional skill, and the high character and earnest application 
. of its students, it is believed that the school will continue to grow in 
; usefuiness, and in the confidence of the public; and will take rank 
| with other institutions of its kind in the country.

THE HIGHER COURSE

Elementary Course, it comprises a three years? course in the higher 
branches, including professional instruction in the laws of mental de- 
velopment with their application to teaching; the science, philoso- 
phy, and history of education; school laws in general, and the school 
|. * system of Nebraska in particular; and school gradation, supervision, 
and management,

SPECIAL REVIEW CLASSES. 

In addition to the regular classes of the Elementary Course, special 
— 'review classes, composed of practical teachers who have been over 
` the course and others having the requisite age; scholarship, and ex- 
perience, are formed at the beginning of the Fall Term, with a view 
to graduation in the Elementary Course at the end of the Spring 
Term. Students found competent to enter these classes obtain, in 
connection with their professional instruction and training, complete 
outline reviews of all the branches of the Elementary Course, within 
the period of one scholastic year. All persons wishing to enter these 
classes should be present at the opening of the Fall Term. 
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VOCAL MUSIC. 


All the students receive general instruction in vocal music free of 
charge. 


There is a special class in vocal music which meets weekly to study 
and practice the higher grades of musical composition. 


EXTRA STUDIES. 


Students whose standiug in the regular course-justifies them in 
taking additional studies, can, at moderate prices, receive special in- 
struction in vocal and instrumental music and Latin, but, during the 
regular school terms, only in connection with the school and subject 
to its regulations. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


There are two well conducted literary societies—thePhilomathean 
and the Everett, which meet regularly every Friday evening. There 
is also a scientific society, which meets twice each month for the 
purpose of prosecuting original research. 


READING ROOM. 


The reading room of the Institution is furnished with the leading 


papers and periodicals of the country, and is free to all the students. 


THE LIBRARY 


contains many valuable works of reference, consisting of dictionaries 
—English, Classical, Mythological, Geographical, Biographical, 
Mathematical, and Religious; Cyclopedias of Art, Science, Educa- 
tion, and General Information; anda well selected circulating library 
of more than 2,000 volumes, free to all the students. 
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APPARATUS AND CABINET. 


For illustration in the several departments of natural history there 
| * is a good collection of minerals and fossils, together with cabinets of 
| zoology, entomology, and botany, which are enlarged and enriched 
; by contributions, and especially by the work of students in these sev- 
| eral departments of science.

The chemical and phvsical apparatus are sufficient for illustrating 
these departments of science, and giving the students efficient labo- 
ratory practice. 
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MORAL AND RELIGIOUS. 


All forms of private religious conviction are respected, and those 
who desire the advantages of religious nurture can here find abun- ` 
dant opportunities; but this, being a state institution, is, and always - 
must be unsectarian. 
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ADMISSION. 


As the State Normal School is in no sense an institution for the ed- 
ucation of children, or people in general, but a professional school for 
the special instruction and training of teachers, and as its course of 
study, being arranged with special reference to this end, cannot be 
accomplished in a fragmentary way with any advantage to the stu- 
dent, but with great disadvantage to the school, all applicants admit- 
ted in accordance with the regulations of the Board of Education 
must be persons of proper age and character, who have a fair knowl- 
edge of the common branches, and are in good faith preparing to 
teach. In order to enter the Elementary Course, Students must 
pass a satisfactory examination in Spelling, Reading, the use of Lan- 
guage, and the rudiments of Arithmetic and Geography. Students 
holding a certificate of qualification in the Elementary Course will be 
allowed to enter the Higher Course without further examination. 
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CONTINUANCE IN SCHOOL 


will depend upon diligence in study and good conduct. All students 
are expected to be punctual, prompt, neat, accurate, thorough, 
earnest, truthful, and teachable; for such only can become satisfac- 
,tory pupils and successful teachers. Continued idleness or decided 
immorality on the part of a student will insure his speedy exclusion. 
Nor will any student be retained who, during the regular school 
terms, shall take lessons of instruction elsewhere or engage in any 
other business, which, in the opinion of the faculty, is incompatible 
with his prompt attendance at school or his careful preparation for 
his prescribed school duties, nor whose character and general influ- 
ence are not for the good of the school. ` 


TIME TO ENTER. 


The best time to enter is at the beginning of the fall term; but 
students entering at other times will be allowed to enter those 


classes for which they are best qualified. 


DIPLOMAS. 


Students of proper age and character who complete the Elemen- 
tary Course in a manner satisfactory to all the teachers concerned, 
and show a good degree of aptness to teach, will be granted certifi- 
cates of qualification, valid in every part of the state as Second 
Grade State Certificates. Students who complete the higher course 
will be granted diplomas, valid in every part of the state as First 
Grade State Certificates. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


Prospective students sometimes write for complete lists of all the 
text-books used in both courses. Touching this inquiry, suffice it 
to say that we cannot, in advance, furnish our correspondents reliable 
lists of the text-books used in either of the courses; for, in some of 
the departments it is our aim to follow the subject rather than any 
book, and in others the text-books are changed occasionally. Every 
student should bring with him for reference all his old text-books, 
and whatever additional ones he needs he can buy here at usual 
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ADVANTAGES. 


Among the many advantages which this institution affords may 
be enumerated: its healthful location, convenient buildings, cheap 
boarding, free tuition, experienced teachers, good library, and 
earnest students. 
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EXPENSES. 
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Each new student is required to pay, on entering, a matriculation 
fee of five dollars. 

Boarding in private families, including furnished rooms, fuel, and 
light, $3.00 to $3. 50 per week. 

Many students rent unfurnished rooms at $1 to $2 per month, 
supply their own furnishment and provisions, and thus board them- 
selves at-reduced rates. Everything considered, however, we think 
it better for students to take regular board, GP 

There is connected with the institution, and under thé immediate 
supervision of one of its most experienced lady teachers, a dormi- 
tory for ladies. This building is connected with the school building 
by a good board walk, is well kept, and everything considered is 
the most desirable place for ladies from a distance to board. There 
is also connected with the dormitory a laundry, in which lady 
boarders so disposed can do their own washing free of expense. 
The rooms in the dormitory are all furnished with stoves, bedsteads, 
tables, and chairs; all other articles needed must be furnished by the 
students. The whole expense in the dormitory for board, room, fuel, 
and light, need not exceed $3.50 per week. Only lady students 
have rooms in the dormitory.

Tuition in the Regular Course and the use of ihe Library and 
Reading Room are free to all the students, and there are no inci- 
dental or contingent fees. 


We are sometimes asked how much it costs a student to attend 
this school for a single term or for a year. No direct answer can be 
given to this question, as much depends on the habits of the student. 
We have here given all the necessary items of expense, and students 
intellectually qualified to enter the school can form their own esti- 
mates.
